Dozens dead on Ukraine's 
deadliest day 


KIEV (AFP) - More than 60 
protesters were killed on 
Thursday by live gunfire in 
the deadliest day of violence 
in Ukraine since the begin¬ 
ning of pro tests. 

The deaths -- which 
brought to nearly IDO the 
number of people who have 
been killed since Tuesday -- 
came as EU foreign ministers 
in Brussels imposed sanc¬ 
tions on Ukrainian ministers 
and security officials with 
"blood on their hands” 

Ukraine's embattled Pres¬ 
ident Viktor Yanukovych ap¬ 


peared ready to concede to 
one of the protestors' mam 
demands after the latest wave 
of violence by suggesting to 
visiting EU dignitaries that 
he may be ready to hold early 
elections. 

Emphasising the sense of 
crisis was a rare joint call far 
a "political solution" by the 
US and Russian leaders. 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
spoke to Barack Obama and 
Vladimir Putin - who have 
bickered openly over a crisis 
that, has pitted the ex-Soviet 
country's future between 


Russia and the West -- by 
telephone and all three called 
for a halt to the bloodshed 

Ukraine's three-month 
street demonstration has be¬ 
come an orgy of bloodshed 
since Tuesday night. 

Opp osition medics said 
more than 6D protesters had 
been shot dead by police on 
Thursday alone Kiev author¬ 
ities for their p at put the total 
toll from three days of vio¬ 
lence at 75. 

Bullet-nddled bodies were 
scattered on Thursday amid 
smouldering deb ns after 
masked protesters hurling 
Molotov cocktails farced 
gun-totmg police from the 
capital's Independence 
Square — the epicentre of the 
increasingly bloody revolt 
against Yanukovych's pro- 
Russian rule. 

Both sides accused each 
other of using snipers in a 
major escalation of to a 
standoff that was sparked by 
Yanuk ovy ch 1 s rej ecti o n m 
November of an EU pact in 
favour of closer ties with 
Moscow.

and multilingualism. It was 
first announced by UNESCO 
on November 17,1999. Its 
observance was also formally 
recognized by the United Na¬ 
tions General Assembly in its 
resolution establishing 2DOS 
as the International Year of 
Languages 

International Mather Lan¬ 
guage Day (Tongue) has been 
observed annually since the 
year 200 0, The date chosen 
commemorates the day in 
1 952 when students demon¬ 
strated far recognition of 
their native anguage, Ben¬ 
gali, as one of the two na¬ 
tional languages of what was 
then Pakistan. Many were 
shat and killed by police in 
Dhaka (near High Court), 
which is the capital of present 
day Bangladesh 

During the annual obser¬ 
vance, the UN's Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Or¬ 
ganization (UNESCO) and 
UN agencies participate in 
events that promote linguistc 


and cultural diversity They 
also encourage people to 
maintain their knowledge of 
their mother tongue while 
learning and using more than 
one language. Governments 
and non-governmental organ¬ 
izations may use the day to 
announce policies to encour¬ 
age language learning and 
supp ort. 

Aruba began observing the 
day in 2003 with a lecture by 
language educator Ramon 
Todd Dan dare The event was 
organized hv UNESCO 
Aruba. During the lecture, Mr. 
D and are talked about the ori¬ 
gins and evolution of the lan¬ 
guage Papiamento in a 
colonial constellation, its 
growth and how it evolved 
into a written language, the 
turmoil and obstacles the lan¬ 
guage has gone through and 
tiie continuing plight m attain¬ 
ing international recognition 
as a Language, especially 
among those who speak Papi¬ 
amento, the education system 
and tlie community in general. 

Another goal in observing 
this day is to promote the di¬ 
versity in language and Mul¬ 
tilanguage teaching, and to 
emphasize a pro found aware¬ 


ness of the imp ortance of ed¬ 
ucation m your mother 
tongue. Some studies have in¬ 
dicated tli at educational pro¬ 
grams that use it. enhance a 
child's language learning ca¬ 
pacity and general academic 
achievements m general It is 
also beneficial for the child’s 
selfesteem and cultural pride. 
Educational programs based 
an the mother tongue or mul¬ 
tilingual language gives edu¬ 
cators’ the opportunity to 
teach in the language they 
know best

C ora li el In August 2012, the 
multi Language program was 
introduced m the first grade 
classes of 2 pilot schools 
Colegio San Hose and 
Colegeio Conrado Coronel 
The program was then grad¬ 
ually introduced to the other 
grades, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th 
and in the year 2017-2013 it 
was introduced m the 6th 
grades.

The shocking scale of 
bloodshed in a strategic na¬

Iran sticking to 
nuclear freeze! 
UN watchdog 

VIENNA (AFP) - Iran is 
sticking to a six-month nu¬ 
clear freeze agreed under a 
November interim deal with 
world powers, the UN 
atomic agency said in new 
report Thursday, a month 
after the agreement came 
into farce 

The International Atomic 
Energy Agency update said 
that uranium enrichment tD 
medium levels — the mam 
concern to the international 
community -- "is no longer 
taking place", as agreed in 
the deal 

Tire IAEA also said that a 
proportion of Iran’s 
medium-enriched uranium 
stockpile, as set out in the 
November deal, winch took 
effect on January 20, "is 
being downblended and the 
remainder is being con¬ 
verted to uranium oxide" 
Enrichment to low purities 
however “continues at a rate 
of production similar to that 
indicated' in the last report 
from November, meaning 
that its sto dtp lie of this ma¬ 
terial rose in the last three 
months

Kerry holds new Paris 
talks with Abbas 

PARIS (AFP) - US Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry met 
with Palestinian president 
Mahmud Abbas in Paris on 
Thursday for their second 
round of talks in two days 
The two men met for two 
hours with their teams in an 
upscale Parisian hotel, 
'where Abbas hasted Kerry 
for dinner and late night 
talks on Wednesday, US of¬ 
ficials said. 

The top US diplomat has 
spent, months trying to get 
the Israelis and the Pales¬ 
tinians to agree on a frame¬ 
work for resolving their 
conflict, but the negotia¬ 
tions have shown little sign 
of progress, with each side 
blaming the other 
There was no immediate 
comment on how the two 
days of talks went, but US 
officials have insisted they 
are making progress despite 
the tough issues to be re¬ 
solved 
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has been charged with insti¬ 
gating vi o 1 en c e, prop erty 
damage and criminal associ¬ 
ation -- but not murder, as 
Madura had threatened.

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Flu hits young, 
middle aged people 
hard this year 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
fiu is hitting young and middle 
aged people in the United 
States particularly hard tins 
season, as a tough flu strain re- 
emerged and too few r people 
were vaccinated, health au¬ 
thorities said Thursday. 

More than (50 percent af all 
severe flu cases tins season in 
the United States were in peo¬ 
ple 18-64 years old -- or about 
double the usual rate, they 
said. 

Typically, people at risk for 
flu c o mp li c ati ons inclu d e 
pregnant women, the elderly, 
children and people with com¬ 
promised immune systems 

Tire main flu circulating tins 
season is HlNl, otherwise 
known as the "swine flu" that 
caused a pandemic four years 
ago 

"It is back this year, and it is 
hitting younger people hard," 
said Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention chief Tom 
Fne den. 

"One of the reasons,' he 
said, "is that the vaccination 
rate far young adults, 18-64, is 
too low. 1 * 

Only a third of all people in 
tliat age group were vaccinated 
as of November, compared to 
nearly two-thirds of children 
and elderly people, he said 

"That is one of the reasons 
we are seeing a much higher 
proportion of hospitakzations 


and death among IS-64 year 
olds tli an we generally see " 

People with underlying 
heal tli conditions such as obe¬ 
sity, asthma, lung disease and 
diabetes are particularly vul¬ 
nerable to dangerous bouts of 
the flu, leading to pneumonia 
and possibly death. 

Although experts do not 
have a tally of US deaths yet 
this season, early indications 
suggest tli at there have been 
more deaths than normal in the 
I S-64 age group. 

Over the previous three flu 
seasons, people age 13-64 rep¬ 
resented only about 35 percent 
a f all flu hospitalizations. 

Last year the predominant 
flu type was H5N2, which ac¬ 
counted for fewer hospitaliza¬ 
tions among middle aged 
people. 

Getting vaccinated lowered 
the risk of having to see a doc¬ 
tor by about DO percent for 
people of all ages, the CDC 
added 

"Vaccination is the single 
most important thing you can 
do to protect yourself against 
the flu," Frieden said. 

The flu is expected to con¬ 
tinue to make people sick for 
the next several weeks across 
the United States. 

The CDC recommends that 
all people over the age of six 
months get a flu vaccine each 
year. 
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Facebook mega-deal seen as 
brilliant strategic move 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Faced o ok's deal for the red-hot 
mobile messaging service 
WhatsApp is a savvy strategic 
move for the world's biggest 
social network, even if the 
price tag is staggeringly high, 
analysts say 

The deal unveiled Wednes¬ 
day worth up to $19 billion — 
seen as the largest, for a ven¬ 
ture-backed tech startup — 
gives Facebook entry into 
emerging markets and impor¬ 
tantly keeps the app out of the 
hands of rivals like Google 

"Although the deal appears 
to be pricey . we think that it 
has compelling strategic 
logic," Shebly Seyrafl at FBN 
Securities said m a research 
note Thursday. 

Wlnle Facebook is paying a 
high price by any measure, 
Seyrafl said “we see other ben¬ 
efits to the deal," pointing out 
WhatsApp's big user base in 
countries such as Brazil, South 
Africa and China 

" We think that in addition to 
tiie revenue obtainable from 
Wh ats App its el i F ac eb o ok 
will benefit from better inte¬ 
gration... that will make Face- 
book more engaging wlnle 
driving further growth interna¬ 
tionally andmmobile," the an¬ 
alyst said. 

Facebook shares dipped 2 2 
percent m early trade Thursday 
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to $66.54, which appeared 
modest in view of the fact that 
the company is diluting its 
value with the massive cash 
and-stock acquisition. 

The purchase mdudes $12 
billion in Facebook shares and 
$4 billion cash. It calls for an 
additional J3 billion in re¬ 
stricted stock units to be 
granted to WhatsApp founders 
and employees that will vest 
over four years 

Trip Chowdhry at Global 
Equities Research called the 
move a "very smart and an es¬ 
sential acquisition for Face- 
book," because WhatsApp 
works on less expensive "fea¬ 
ture phones" still predominant 
in emerging economies such 
as India. 

"Most of the developing 
world still is on the feature 
phone, as the majority cannot 
afford a smartphone," 
Chowdhry said. 

"WhatsApp is the only ap¬ 
plication that runs equally well 
on feature phones and on 
smartphones. 11 

Deutsche Bank analyst Ross 
Sandler said Facetook's acqui- 
siti on o f Whale App 1 s olidi fl es 
its position as the tap company 
in mobile globally" excluding 
China 

Sandler said that even 
though Facebook is not plan¬ 
ning to deliver ads on What¬ 
sApp for now, this may 
change aver time. 

Victor Anthony at Topeka 
Capital Markets said the deal 


will help diversify Facebook 
with a broader set of mobile 
services. 

"As was the case with Pay¬ 
Pal, YouTube and Instagram, 
hindsight will be die best judge 
of how r valuable this acquisi¬ 
tion will he," Anthony said in 
a research note 

"The valuation appears rea¬ 
sonable on a per user basis 
From what we see, the acquisi¬ 
tion makes strategic sense and 
the combined company will 
likely accelerate user growth of 
both platforms, similar to what 
we see with Instagram " 

Jack Kent at IHS Technol¬ 
ogy sad the deal helps Face- 
book "neutralize a competitive 
threat." 

"To understand Facebook's 
rationale, the focus must be on 
the cost of Facebook not. buy¬ 
ing WhatsApp rather than the 
price Facebook p aid for What¬ 
sApp," Kent sad 

"Facebook could not risk 
WhatsApp's 450 million 
montidy and 315 million daily 
active users falling into the 
hands of a competitor, such as 
Google." 

Fello\v IHS analyst Elem 
Marouli said the deal allows 
Faceb ook to get b etter data on 
users worldwide, which has 
value 

Youssef Squall at Cantor 
Fitzgerald pointed out that 
Facebook may be able to use 
WhatsApp to create a new

"Living drug* kills leukemia in 
88 percent of patients 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Spending too much time sit¬ 
ting may be particularly dan¬ 
gerous for people over (50, 
regai'di ess of haw much they 
exercise, according to a US 
study out Wednesday 

Hie odds of being disabled 
doubled far each additional 
hour of sedentary time in sen¬ 
iors, said the research in the 
Journal of Physical Activity 
cfe Health 

For instance, "if there are 
two 6 5-year-old women, one 
sedentary for 12 hours a day 
and another sedentary for 13 
hours a day, the second one is 
50 percent more likely to be 
disabled/ explained a state¬ 
ment from the research team 
at Northwestern University. 

Disability was defined as 
being limited in basic activi¬ 
ties such as eating, dressing, 
bathing, getting in and out of 
bed and walking across a 
room 

The study was based on a 
sample of 2,2S6 adults aged 


(50 and older from the Na¬ 
tional Health and Nutrition 
Examination Survey 

Because it. only observed 
the participants at one mo¬ 
ment. in time, the could not 
conclusively show whether 
the sedentary behavior actu¬ 
ally caused the disability. 

Lead researcher Dorothy 
Dunlop, professor of medi¬ 
cine at Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity Femberg School of 
Medicine, has a long-term 
study underway to look and 
cause and effect. 

She said she was surprised 
to see that being sedentary 
was almost as strongly corre¬ 
lated with disability as was 
the lack of moderate vigorous 
activity, such as walking. 

“It means older adults 
need to reduce the amount of 
time they spend sitting, 
whether in front of the TV or 
at the computer, regardless of 
their participation in moder¬ 
ate or vigorous activity," she 
said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new approach to killing cancer 
cells that uses a patient’s awn 
immune system has beaten 
b ack leukemia in S3 percent o f 
adults, US researchers said. 

The report by scientists in 
New York offers more good 
news for the burgeoning field 
of cancer immunotherapy, 
which uses what some de¬ 
scribe as a "living drug" that 
was hailed by Science maga¬ 
zine as the breakthrough of 
2013 

The latest trial, published in 
the journal Science Transla¬ 
tional Medicine, involved 16 
people with a kind of blood 
cancer known as adult B cell 
acute lymphoblastic leukemia 
(ALL): 

Some 1,40D people die of 
ALL m the United States each 


PARIS (AFP) - Fewer than 
one in five adults in England 
now smoke, the smallest, frac¬ 
tion in three generations; the 
British Medical Journal (BMJ) 
reported. 

In a letter, health researchers 
Jamie Brown and Rubert West 
of University College London 
reported on a seven-year-old 
programme to monitor smok¬ 
ing prevalence in England 

It samples 1,300 people 
aged over 1(5 who are ran¬ 
domly chosen each month 

In 2013, 19.3 percent of 
those questioned said they 
smoked. 

"For the first time m proba¬ 
bly 3D years, smoking preva¬ 
lence m England has fallen 
below 20 percent," the letter 
said. 

Smoking m England was 
rare at the start of the 20 th cen¬ 
tury and reached a peak in the 
early 1960s, when more than 


year, and while it is among the 
most treatable cancers, patients 
often become resistant to 
chemotherapy and eventually 
relapse. 

For tins study, 14 of 16 adult 
patients achieved complete re¬ 
mission after their T cells were 
genetically engineered so that 
they could focus on eradicat¬ 
ing cancer. 

Hie process involves re¬ 
moving some of tlie patient's 
T-cells and altering them with 
a gene to make them re :ogmze 
a protein, known as CD 19, on 
the cancer cells, so that they 
can attack them. 

Left to their dwei devices, T 
cells can attack other harmful 
invaders in the body hut will 
allow cancer to grow uninter¬ 
rupted

David Bowie urges 
Scotland to stay in UK 
ahead of referendum 



Pope’s reform cardinals meet to 
overhaul Vatican 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
music legend David Bowie on 
Wednesday urged Scotland ta 
remain part of the UK during 
an acceptance speech at the an¬ 
nual Brit Awards ceremony 

The reclusive G7-year-old 
was nat at London's 02 Arena 
to accept Ins award for British 
Male Solo Artist, but sent an 
acceptance message, read out 
by supermadel Kate Mass, say¬ 
ing "Scotland, stay with us!" 

The statement was quickly 
seized upon by pro-union sup - 
porters, with popular tabloid 
The Sun running with the 
quote asThursday's front-page 
headline. 

Labour MP Jim Murphy 
later tweeted: "David Bowie 
has had his say. Now you can 


do your bit to hack Scotland." 

The glam-rock mastermind 
became the oldest winner of 
an award, surpassing Welsh 
crooner Tom Jones, who re¬ 
ceived an honorary prize for 
his outstanding contribution to 
music m 2003, aged 62. 

Polls show increasing sup¬ 
port for a Yes vote m Septem¬ 
ber's referendum, although die 
No vote remains ahead. 

Scotland has enjoyed in¬ 
creased autonomy since a 
1997 referendum on devolu¬ 
tion, and now looks after its 
own education, health envi¬ 
ronment and justice. 

But the UK parliament in 
London still decides defence 
and foreign policy, and the 
SNP wants full independence 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - A 
council of cardinals set up by 
Pape Francis to advise him oil 
Vatican reforms began its lat¬ 
est meeting tins week to dis¬ 
cuss how to overhaul the 
Catholic Church's scandal-bit 
bureaucracy and finances 

The closed-door talks were 
taking place at St Martha's, the 
Vatican City residence nor¬ 
mally reserved for visiting 
clergymen where Francis has 
lived since he was elected in 
March last year instead of the 
papal palace. 

The council will hear a re¬ 
port from a new committee of 
experts set up by the pope to 
reform the Vatican bank, for¬ 
mally known as the Institute 
for Religious Works, or under 
its Italian acronym I OR 

On Wednesday, die council 
-- dubbed the "GS" -- dis¬ 
cussed "organisational and 
economic programmes of the 
Holy See", Vatican spokesman 
Federico Lombardi said. 

Among the items on the 
agenda the streamlining of the 
administration of the Church 
by merging different pontifical 
councils and the creation of a 
new “ministry" dealing with 
lay issues, the t.

The human mind is not built 
for the sensory and social iso¬ 
lation of solitary confinement, 
researchers said Friday at the 
annual meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of' Science in 
Chicago. 

Depriving someone of vi¬ 
sual stimulation, human inter¬ 
action, sunlight or physical 
activity can change their brain 
structure in a matter of days — 
let alone decades -- said Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan neurosci¬ 
entist Hilda Akil. 

Depriving people of' these 
important stimulants can be 
toxic, she said, adding that "a 
lot of structures in die bram ac¬ 
tually shrink " 

Plenty of prisoners who en¬ 
tered solitary without mental 
ailments end up developing 
them as a result of the severe 
conditions. 

Anxiety depression and dif¬ 
ficult! es with impulse control 


are common. As are social 
phobias. Tire loneliness spurs 
some people to start hearing 
voices 

"So much ofwho we are de- 
pends on social contact," 
Haney said. "When you re¬ 
move people from that social 
contact, they lose their sense 
of self."

University of Maryland 
breach hits 300,000 
people 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A "sophisticated computer secu¬ 
rity attack" at the University of Maryland exposed per¬ 
sonal data from more than 300,000 students, faculty and 
staff, the college president said. Loft said the breached 
database "contained 309,073 records of faculty, staff, 
students and affiliated personnel from the College Park 
and Shady Grove campuses who have been issued a 
University ID since 1993." The records included names, 
social security numbers, dates of birch, and University 
identification number. The breach comes amid height¬ 
ened security fears after US retail giant Target said hack¬ 
ers had stolen data affecting as many as ft0 million 
customers. 


Science, 
religion go 
hand-in- 
hand in US: 
study 

CHICAGO (AFP) - Science 
and religion can mix easily in 
the United States, a relatively 
religious country a survey re¬ 
leased Sunday found. 

The study by Rice Univer¬ 
sity, in Texas, polled more than 
10,000 Americans, including 
scientists and ev angelical 
Protestants. 

"We found that nearly 50 
percent of evangelical (Chris¬ 
tians) believe that science and 
religion can work together and 
support cue another," sociolo- 
gist Elaine Howard Ecklund 
said. 

Ecklund presented the re¬ 
sults at die American Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science (AAAS) annual meet¬ 
ing in Chicago. The United 
States is highly diverse, but 
also majority Clinstian 

“That's m contrast to the fact 
that only 33 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans feel tliat science and reli¬ 
gion can work m 
collaboration," Ecklund ex¬ 
plained. 

The survey found that 37 
percent of Americans believe 
that science and religion are at 
odds, and that among those 
who feel that, way, S3 percent 
side with religion. 

The Rice study found that 
scientists and the population at 
large are similarly active m 
their religious lives 

it found 1S p ercent of scien¬ 
tists attended weekly religious 
services, compared with 30 
percent of the general papula¬ 
tion Tlie poll also showed 15 
percent of scientists see them¬ 
selves as very religious, versus 
19 percent of tlie general pop¬ 
ulation 

Meanwhile, 13.5 percent of 
scientists read religious texts 
weekly compared with 17 per¬ 
cent of the US population. 
Nineteen percent pray several 
times a day, versus percent 
of the population as a whole. 

In addition, almost 3(5 per¬ 
cent of scientists said tli sy had 
no doubt about God's exis¬ 
tence

Indoor mapping, gaming and 
helping blind people navi¬ 
gate. The California tech 
giant said its "Project Tango" 
would provide prototypes of 
its new smartphone to out¬ 
side developers to encour¬ 
age the writing of new 
applications. Project leader Johnny Lee said the goal of the project, which incorporates 
robotics and vision-processing technology, is "to give mobile devices a human-scale 
understanding of space and motion." Smartphones are equipped with sensors which 
make over 1.4 million measurements per second, updating the positon and rotation of 
the phone. Partners in the project include researchers from the University of Min¬ 
nesota, George Washington University, German tech firm Bosch and the Open Source 
Robotics Foundation, among others. Another partner is California-based Movidius, 
which makes vision-processor technology for mobile and portable devices and will 
provide the processor platform.

Afterwards Jankovic sug¬ 
gested the umpire might have 
been at fault " First he tells me 
I'm serving too fast," she said. 
"Then when I took my tone. It

" Honestly, you gat a problem?" 

Tins time she took trouble to 
take the heat out. of the ex¬ 
changes.

Serena has every reason for 
focusing on her tennis. It was as 
impressive as it had been uncer¬ 
tain m the first set of her come¬ 
back match against, Ekaterina 
Makarova, an unseeded Russia, 
on Tuesday.

SURPRISE (AFP) - Texas Rangers pitcher Yu Darvish 
joked about New York Yankees rival Masahiro Tanaka, 
then quickly apologized to his Japanese compatriot 
Tuesday to make sure everyone knew he was only kid¬ 
ding.

Darvish smiled and laughed as he made the comment 
and when translator Kenji Nimura repeated it. But just 
to be certain his humorous intent was clear, Darvish re¬ 
leased a statement Eater through the Rangers. ”1 am 
sorry if anyone took my comment seriously about 
Masahiro Tanaka at the press conference today," 
Darvish said. ,p ! assumed by the reaction in the room 
that everyone knew I was joking” Major League Base¬ 
ball have capped the amount that its clubs must pay to 
Japanese teams in a posting fee for top players between 
Darvish’s jump to North America and Tanaka's move this 
year.

violent protests, officials said

Andrei Rodrigues, Brazil's 
national secretary for maj or 
events, told a FIFA seminar in 
Flonanopolis that 150,000 
public security personnel 
would be deployed for the 
World Cup 

Rodrigues had told re¬ 
porters on February 6 that 
around 100,000 security per¬ 
sonnel would be on duty dur¬ 
ing the tournament 

In addition, Rodrigues said 
Thursday some 20,000 private 
security professionals would 
also be used during the event. 

Brazil is aimous to avoid a 
repeat of the scenes which 
rocked last year l s Confedera¬ 


tions Cup, when Large scale 
protests over poor public serv¬ 
ices and the multi-billion-dob 
lar cost of hosting the World 
Cup and 2Dld Olympics dom¬ 
inated the headlines. 

Violent protests in Rio de 
Janeiro earlier this month 
winch left a television camera¬ 
man dead renewed concerns 
about the possibility of' 
demonstrations at the World 
Cup.
